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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yoshida et al. (PN 
6,897,495, of record). 

Yoshida et al. discloses, as shown in Figure 1, a compound semiconductor device having a stack 
formed on a substrate, 

the stack comprising a first nitride semiconductor layer (14) which later becomes an 
electron transit layer; 

a second nitride semiconductor layer (16) which later forms an electron supply layer and 
contains Al; 

a third nitride semiconductor layer (24b) having an Al content of zero or smaller than that 
of the second nitride semiconductor layer; 

the second nitride semiconductor layer is formed in a thickness so as to satisfy the 
following relation: 

-80X + 29 <d<-180x + 52 
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where x denotes the compositional ratio of Al and d (nm) denotes the thickness. Note 
that since no value of the compositional ratio of Al of any layer is provided, the examiner assume 
X is equal to zero. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 5-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

3. Claims 1-3 and 9-12 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 04/1 8/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

It is argued, at page 9 of the Remarks, that the third nitride semiconductor layer (24b) being 
alongside of the first nitride semiconductor layer (14) and the second nitride semiconductor layer 
(16), not on top of these layers. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to 
show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant 
relies (i.e., on top of these layers) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims 
are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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It is argued, at page 10 of the Remarks, that the value of d = 30 in Yoshida does not satisfy the 
relation recited in claim 4. This argument is not convincing for the following reasons: First, 
since no value of the compositional ratio of Al of any layer is provided in the claim, the 
examiner assume x is equal to zero. Accordingly, for x = 0, the relation in claim 4 should be 
29 < d < 52. 

Second, Yoshida discloses the thickness d = 30. Therefore, it meets the requirement of claim 4. 
Note that the thickness in Yoshida reference is constant regardless the value of x.
